After-Harrest Suggestions 


When haying and harvest are over, 


there is usually a short period of com- 
parative leisure—a relief from the pres- 
sure of woik—which gives an opportu- 
nity ior doing sundry small tasks which 
have been neglected during the hurry 
of the bu8y season. 


More grain and hay were stacked this 


year than usual and there are many 
stacks which will receive serious dam- 
age by heavy rains if left in their present 
condition. Ihave found it a good plan to 
retop stacks after they have become 
well settled, bv placing a few hundred 
pounds of swale grass hay, or other ma- 
n-rial, upon their tops in a way that will 
make them shr-il water better. Marsh 
hay or wild gross is better than our 
common graces for this purpose, but 
either will prove beneficial where the 
top has settled or lertnrd <v »r. 


If then? are ferce corners or other 


places about iho faun where weeds are 
growing, they should be mowed out to 
prevent the seeds from being scattered 
to adjoining fields. Farm fences afford 
one of the most common sources for 
weed distribution, and it is poor policy 
to allow the seeds to mature and be- 
come scattered to the detriment of the 
adjoining land. Pasture land too, often 
produces heavy growths of noxious 
weeds which should be cut before ma- 
turing their seeds. I believe it advisa- 
ble to mow pastures whenever grass or 
weed growth is likely to ripen seed, 
wherever the work can be done with a 
machine. The production of seed is 
exhaustive to soil and when surplus 
growth of any vegetation pushes up 
thus m pastures, it is advisable to pass 
over it with a machine, thus preventing 
the seed from ripening and saving the 
soil the elements that would be expend- 
ed in seed production. The pasture, 
too, is benefited by the mowing, and 
cattle will eat the now growths ot grass 
that spring up from the stubble with a 
relish they would not find if the old 
growth was allowed to remain uncut. 
For neatness1 sake if for nothing else, 
noxious weeds growing along fences 
and in neglected plaees or m pasture 
fields, should be cut, for nothing gives 
a field or a farm a more neglected and 
uninviting appeal .nice 
than 
heavy 


growths of weeds on the outskirts of 
fields and through pastures.

is likely to become seeded with weeds. 
A few horns spent in pulling all manner 
of weeds that are likely to mature seed 
will be well spent 
It" is better to pull

The first convention of the Decatur 


Sabbath School Association, which em- 
braces in ite membership the schools of 
all the Protestant churches in the city, 
waa held in the audience room at the 
First M. E.;Chnreh on Sunday evening in 
the presence of a congregation of ehris- 
tan people which filled every seat in the 
vast room.

"How to Study and Teach the Word." 
Lessons are taught m this life how we 
should live here and how we should live 
for the Hereafter.

In the beginning systematic teaching 
should bo observed. 
We should con- 


stantly keep before our classes and our 
own minds that our Savior's wanderings 
had definite time and places. Patience is 
needed in Bible study; all the problems 
should be carefully considered and stud- 
ied carefully and patiently. In conclu- 
sion the speaker referred to the glowing 
tribute paid to the poetry and imagery 
within the Bible by Rev. Pinkerton, and 
added that he could recommend nothing 
better than that readers of the Bible 
should commit to memory aa many of the 
verses as possible. We should sustain 
the Bible study, and then we as teachers 
will be doubly equipped for effective 
work.

Rev. Mr. Gillett, of Cincinnati, delivered 


an address on "Difficulties to be Over- 
come." He enumerated a great many 
difficulties that 
face Sabbath

There should 
be more training schools for teachers, the 
more the better, and above all special of 
forts should be made to secure the con 
ersion of those attending the schools.

average rapidity of ordinary conversa- 
tion is 125 \vnrds per minute, or about 
two per second; but this is by no means 
an unqualilied rule. 
A stenographer is 


often obliged to report, ut the rule of 
180 words per minute, and sometimes 
it falls as low us ninety-five, which is 
mere ploy.

Hen-Roosts. 


Seeing a farmer near me building a 


new hen-house the other day, I took 
occasion to give him a new idea. He 
was putting in his roosts in the old- 
fashioned way, one being above the oth- 
er at an angle of about forty-five degrees. 
In this way the fowls are fed to attempt 
to get upon the highest roost; and as it 
gets tnllthoweakerones are crowded off 
and fall to the ground, and begin again 
to climb up, only to repeat the same 
performance, until it gets so dai'k that 
they stop climbing, resting content up- 
on the lower roosts. In the morning 
the fowls will not go down as they went 
U)i, from one roost to another, but fly 
from the roosts to the ground. In this 
way and by failing from Die roosts to 
the ground" at night, heavy fowls es- 
pecially, when very fat or very full of 
eggs, are often crippled in the legs, or 
otherwise injured. Many likely hens 
I have seen completely spoiled in this 
way. 
I told him thai I should build 


the roosts of the same height, and no 
more than two and a half feet from the 
floor, putting them about fifteen inches 
apart. Before 1 left I had the satisfac- 
tion of .seeing him commence to undo 
the work lie had done, and build the 
roosts as I suggested, and of hearing an 
old farmer who was present declare his 
intention of taking out his roosts, which 
arc of the " ladder style," and putting 
in new ones level ami lower. I think 
they will save hens enough before 
spring by doing so to more than pay for 
the labor it will take. — Ainerinm Stock- 
man. 


How to Catch Frogs. 


The Washington Star thus lulls how 


frogs are caught in the Potomac: The 
manner of catching them is to drift 
about at night in a skiff among the 
swamps widen line the Potomac and its 
creeks with a bull's-eye dark lantern.
